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Council considers seeking third party opinion about road allowance

council meeting, it was 
debated for about an hour 
and a half, about spend¬ 
ing up to $40,000 to seek 
a third-party legal opin¬ 
ion on the question of 
whether or not the road 
allowance does exist. 

The Town's director of 
legal services, who is on a 
leave from her position 
after a series of closed 
session meetings, was 
asked about this issue by 
Lubberts many times in 
the past and each time, 
she considered Lubberts' 
statement to be false.

"I would never support 
the Town spending more 
money on the Bay Beach 
project," said Lubberts. 

Ron Tripp, the Town's 
acting chief administra¬ 
tive officer, gave council 
two options to resolve the 
matter.

A lot of dialogue between 
the Canadian Motor 
Speedway's proponents and 
the Citizens Coalition of 
Greater Fort Erie has result¬ 
ed in what appears to be an 
amicable setdement. 

It was announced last 
week that the speedway and 
the group of residents who 
filed an appeal with the 
Ontario Municipal Board 
had come to an agreement, 
but both parties said they 
could not discuss details 
until the OMB hearing start¬ 
ed. 

On Monday, at Town Hall, 
further details were spoken 
about it by legal counsel rep¬ 
resenting both sides. 

Andrew Pritchard, repre¬ 
senting the speedway propo¬ 
nents, said it was a long pro¬ 
cess that took a lot of dia¬ 
logue between both sides 
and in the end a number of 
components of an agreement 
were established. 

"It was a process that 
involved a lot of listening on 
both sides, a lot of hard work 
and a lot of good will," said 
Pritchard.

mitted to view and provide 
consultation on outstanding 
studies and work that will 
need to be done leading up 
to the speedway being built. 

"The proponent will make 
available any further studies 
that are going to be relied 
on," he added. 

Drag racing will not be 
allowed at the facility, a result 
of the settlement. 

Lisa Triano, the lawyer 
representing CCGFE, said 
her client has exercised its 
right to see both sides of the 
issue and hopes to work 
closely with the proponents 
as the project unfolds, pend¬ 
ing an approval from the 
OMB. 

"The CCGFE has worked 
very hard to consider the 
value in the opportunity pre¬ 
sented, in this settlement," 
said Triano. 

She also said the group 
looks forward to having 
"meaningful input" as the 
project is worked on. 

The hearing is being pre¬ 
sided by OMB member Susan 
Schiller and is expected to 
last a few weeks. 

At the hearing, statements 
from the Preservation of 
Agricultural Lands Society 
and one other individual are 
being heard.

The Province’s recent 
announcements to close 
OLG Slots in Fort Erie and 
to retract the long-stand¬ 
ing revenue sharing pro¬ 
gram with Ontario Race 
Tracks, has grievously 
impacted our community.

There can be no one 
left in Ontario with any 
interest at all in Industrial 


Wind Energy, both pro 
and con, who is not aware 
of the ever growing con¬ 
cerns, not just locally, 
but worldwide, regarding 
the placement of IWTs 


too close to homes and 
the potential negative 
health and economic 
effects being experi- 

At the Regional Council 


Meeting last Thursday 
those concerns were to 
be addressed by debating 
a motion put forward 
asking for no more than a 
request to provincial gov¬ 
ernment to impose a 
moratorium on any fur¬ 
ther IWT projects until 
independent studies were 
completed to assess and 
recommend a Safe Set 
Back Distance from 
homes in order to protect 
the best interests of the 
Niagara Region residents 
being threatened with 
these Industrial Power 
Plants. 

Other independent 
studies worldwide have 
caused governments to 
increasingly accept a 
minimum 2km Safe Set 
Back Distance and in 

Ontario only requires 550 
metres, a figure that has 
no bearing on negative 
effects on humans or the 
environment, but purely 


a planning figure conve¬ 
nient to the distance 
apart of Concessions and 
rural roads. 

On the night the pri¬ 
vate, for profit (profits 
based only on our taxes 
and not on any efficient 
or economical energy 
production) Ontario 
Wind Energy companies 
and their vested inter¬ 
ests, with the almost 
complete support of the 
Regional Councilors, 

The whole weight of 
Regional Council, behind 
closed doors, probably 
attempted to have the 
motion withdrawn, and if 
they did, failed.

An explanation of the Purpose and Effect of the By-law, describing the lands to which the By-law 
applies may be found below and a key map showing the location of the lands to which the By-law 
applies is shown above.

The purpose and effect of By-law 68-12 is to amend Zoning By-law 129-90 (COMPREHENSIVE ZON¬

from “Agricultural A Zone” to site specific “Agricultural A-474 Zone” in order to recognize the re¬ 
duced lot area and lot frontage of a lot created by severing an existing dwelling as surplus to an 
existing farm operation. 

These lands are zoned Agricultural A-474 Zone. The lands shall comply with the Agricultural (A) 
Zone, except that the minimum lot area shall not be less than 0.94 hectares and the minimum lot 
frontage shall not be less than 49.05 meters.

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Legion wants to re-locate 
cenotaph

The Royal Canadian Legion Branch 
71 wants to make changes to the ceno¬ 
taph that sits at Mather's Arch. 

It all started with a conversation at 
last year's Remembrance Day ceremo¬ 
nies between legion members and 
mayor Doug Martin, who said the mon¬ 
ument would look much better and 
serve its purpose more effectively, if the 
soldier at the top of the structure was 
facing Canada, instead of the U.S. 

At Monday's regular council meet¬ 
ing, Br. 71 executive member Larry 
Graber made a delegation, explaining 
the merits and details of the project. 

A grant of $25,000 from Veteran 
Affairs Canada will fund a portion of 
the restoration, but another $37,000 is 
needed to complete the project, with 
an overall projected cost of about 
$62,000. 

"Wouldn't it make more sense, to 
have the soldier facing us?" said Graber 
at Monday's meeting. 

The re-location of the cenotaph to 
the roundabout area at Veteran's Way, 
would involve repositioning of the 
monument, construction of a new base, 
three flag poles, lighting, additional 
inscribed names of local veterans who 
have fought in various conflicts, land¬ 


scaping and restoration of the area of 
where the cenotaph currendy stands. 

Graber said he spoke to council, not 
to promote the endeavours of Br. 71, 
but to put a call out to Greater Fort Erie, 
with hopes that the various planned 
fundraising initiatives to support the 
project will be successful. 

"I'm here to seek the assistance of 
our community, to make this project a 
reality," said Graber. 

Although receiving the $25,000 from 
Veteran Affairs says the work needs to 
be complete by March 2013, it is hoped 
that the project will be complete by 
Remembrance Day of this year. 

"We are confident we will be success¬ 
ful," he said. 

In-kind donations will also be wel¬ 
comed, mayor Doug Martin explained. 

"If we have someone who can donate 
a crane to help move it, we can accept 
that," said Martin. 

Graber also said it is important to 
add names of local soldiers who were 
involved in the War of 1812 and the 
Fenian Raids. 

"These two conflicts occurred before 
Confederation, but are very important," 
said Graber.

Ontario PC leader says 
wetland legislation is 
one of Fort Erie's most 
dominant challenges

Tim Hudak says the provincial 
government needs to get out of the 
way and let small towns operate with 
less red tape and barriers. 

The Fort Erie native and leader of 
the Ontario Progressive Conservative 
party visited his hometown on 
Thursday to meet with mayor Doug 
Martin, members of the Greater Fort 
Erie Chamber of Commerce and 
other community figures, for a 
roundtable discussion on some of 
the economic problems the munici¬ 
pality is facing at the moment. 

"I wanted to catch up on the chal¬ 
lenges faced by business and fami¬ 
lies here in Fort Erie," Hudak said to 
the Fort Erie Times once the meet¬ 
ing at the Business Success and Loan 
Centre had wrapped up. 

The closure of the slots, the 
impending closure of the racetrack, 
provincially significant wetland leg¬ 
islation that has limited the amount 
of space available in the town for 
new industry to set up... there are a 
number of problems that need to be 
addressed, he feels. 

"It's heartbreaking to see this ava¬ 
lanche of bad news." 

Working out the finances of the 
province is always a challenge, but 
Hudak says it seems like Fort Erie 
seems to be getting the short end of 
the stick, far too often, under Dalton 
McGuinty's Liberal government. 

"While we have budgetary prob¬ 
lems in the province, it is particu¬ 
larly awful to see Fort Erie get kicked 
in the teeth over and over again," 
said Hudak, who is a proud Fort Erie 
native that is optimistic his home¬ 
town will be able to turn itself 
around. 

"I know Fort Erie will bounce 
back." 

There are acres of land in Fort Erie 
that the local government has been 
trying to identify as potential sites 
for new businesses that may want to

open doors here, but wetland legis¬ 
lation handed down by the province 
has made this impossible. 

"It's awfully hard to attract busi¬ 
ness, if there's no land to set up on," 
said Hudak, 

In the legislature, Hudak pitched 
the idea of privatizing the slots, a 
proposal also brought forward by 
local officials from the Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation. The idea was immedi¬ 
ately shot down by the Ontario 
Lottery and Gaming Corporation, 
which Hudak finds unacceptable. 

"I don't think the government 
should actually be in the gambling 
business and it's a shame it was not 
given any kind of serious consider¬ 
ation," he said. 

Another topic that was discussed 
at the roundtable meeting, was the 
Canadian Motor Speedway, which 
the Ontario PC leader says he is in 
full support of. 

"I think it will be a boom to the 
area, hopefully we can get through 
the Ontario Municipal Board pro¬ 
cess soon and get on with it," said 
Hudak. 

With all of Fort Erie's struggles, 
Hudak said the town should be com¬ 
mended for being creative and 
always trying to find solutions to the 
problems faced. 

"They do have ideas, but it seems 
every time I talk to the mayor, there's 
a new obstacle put up by the prov-

officials are hoping to set 
up a fund to help employ¬ 
ees and horse people tran- 


this week and asked the 
government for $10 million 
of $50 million set aside in 
the provincial budget for 
transitional purposes. 

Jim Thibert, the track's 
chief executive officer, said 
the province is making a 
"big mistake" killing the 
$345-million-a-year slots- 
at-racetrack program, 
which has kept the horse¬ 
racing industry afloat since 
1999. 

Thibert said the decision 
to end the program next 
year, and the closure of the 
slots facility in Fort Erie 
this past April, will lead to 
hundreds of unemployed 
people and create "eco¬ 


nomic and social upheav¬ 
al." 

The track, one of the old¬ 
est in North America, is the 
town's largest employer, 
providing direct jobs to 240 
people, while hundreds 
more are employed by 
horse owners. 

Thibert said his team has 
tried to convince the prov¬ 
ince to work with them on 
a long-term plan to keep 
the track open, and has 
also looked to see if there's 
any private interest in tak¬ 
ing over track operations. 

He said neither side has 
bitten on the offer. If the 
track can't be saved, the 
province should "step up"

Thibert said the prob¬ 
lems at the Fort Erie track 
are not unique. 

Earlier this week, 
Woodbine Entertainment 
Group CEO Nick Eaves said 
the government's decision 
to end the slots-at-race- 
track program could mean 
the end of the Queen's 
Plate, which is scheduled 
to run this Sunday at 
Woodbine. 

“If we find ourselves on 
the first of April without an 
operating model that 
allows Woodbine to com¬ 
pete in the province's gam¬ 
ing strategy, we aren't able 
to operate and there can’t 
be a Queen’s Plate,” Eaves 
said. “It’s not a threat, it’s a 


practical reality.”

Community Health 
Centre, Casa El Norte, 
Mathew House and 
Bethlehem Housing and 
Support Services argue 
that changes to the IFH 
program will result in 
refugees losing access to 
primary health care ser¬ 
vices and medications to 
treat their illnesses while 
in Canada creating con¬ 
siderable health risks for 
refugees. 

The IFH currently 
treats refugees for a num¬ 
ber of basic health care 
services, but under the 
new cuts, refugees will 
only be able to access 
health care if it is consid¬ 
ered urgent, essential or 
is a threat to public 
health or safety.

McLean, Executive 
Director for Bridges 
Community Health 
Centre states, “Bridges 
currently serves a high 
proportion of refugees 
and we are alarmed at 
the impact the cuts will 
have on their health and 
well being. We are talk¬ 
ing about basic primary 
health care services and 


ications... prenatal 
insulin for diabetics and 
inhalers for people with 
asthma." 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment is looking to save 
20 million in health care 
costs; however. Fort Erie 
service providers claim 
that denying people 
access to primary health 
care and necessary med¬ 
ications is not a cost 
effective measure. 

"When people are 
denied treatment at the 
onset of symptoms, prob¬ 
lems tend to escalate to 


the point where they 
present at the emergency 
room with more complex 
problems that are more 
costly to treat," states 
McLean. 

"For example, instead 
of providing a child from 
a non-designated coun¬ 
try of origin who has 
asthma with an inhaler, 
the child will have to 
return to the emergency 
department for treat¬ 
ment and may end up 
requiring hospitaliza¬ 
tion. If left untreated the 
child’s life could 

be placed at risk. 
Prevention is more cost 
effective than treating ill¬ 
ness once it presents 
with complications, not 
to mention equitable,” 
says McLean.

Fort Erie receives a 
number of refugee claim¬ 
ants on a daily basis and 
as a result, is home to sev¬ 
eral community agencies 
that are designed to serve 
the needs of newcomers. 
Casa El Norte and Mathew 
House are refugee shel¬ 
ters offering a safe, secure 
and warm place for refu¬ 
gees first arrive 
in Canada. 

“When refu¬ 
gees arrive in 
Canada they 
have often 

persecution or 
threats on their 
lives. They often 
arrive with little 
or no resources 
and will be left 
with no means 


to access basic health care 

says Lynn Hannigan, 
Director of Casa El Norte. 

"Refugees are the most 
vulnerable population in 
Canadian society. These 
people have fled war 
zones, violence and are 
estranged from their fami¬ 
lies. These are thoughtless 
changes that completely 
undermine Canada’s rep¬ 


utation as humanitarians, 
not to mention contra¬ 
vening Canadian and 
International conven¬ 
tions,” says McLean.
